Sweeps From The Rocky Moun- 
tains to the 
Atlantic. 

Much Damage Was Done to Property 



WORST EVER WITNESSED. 



o'clock (standard time 
bight the windstorm, wlile 
from the Rocky mountain! 
lantic coast, struck this city with all 
Its unrestrained fury. 

Buildings rocked, trembled and 
groaned; glass, shattered into thou- 
sands of pieces, rattled, and everything 
not absolutely stationary contributed 
to the awful din. 

Like the first charge of a mighty 
army It came, fell back, re-formod and 
charged again and again, each tlmo 
with less energy than before, until at 
last, about daylight, having spent Its 
fury, it become a gentle breeze, com- 
paratively. 

Aside from the destruction of some 
plate glass there was no serious dam- 
age done here. However, considering 
that there was slight damage to many 
buildings In every section of the city, 
the aggregate will amount to consid- 
erable.

Cleveland Jan. 24.— Saturday night a 
fierce gale struck here, and at noou 
Sunday the wind bad reached a veloc- 
ity of 71 mlleB an hour, but after that 
It abated until In the evening, when It 
was blowing only 45 miles an hour. 

The car ferry Shenango No. 1, from 
Port Dover, Ont., for Conneaut, O., was 
caught in tho gale and drifted helpless 
for half an hour. She was then run 
Into Erie harbor for shelter. The cap- 
tain says the barometer was very low 
during the blow, and he feared for a 
time that the boat would founder. It 
was the worst gale be ever aaw on 
Lake Erie. 

At Mount Vernon the roof wag 
blown from the Raymond building and 
the steeple of the Disciple church fell, 
crushing a big hole in the roof. 

At Bucyrus flat cars were carried 
from Bidetracks onto the main line and 
blown several miles. Trees were up- 
rooted and roofs of buildings carried 
■way at Coshocton. 

At Chllllcothe it was the heaviest 
windstorm ever known. The Foulke 
block, the largest building In the city, 



Boston. Jan. 24 — A severe storm, at- 
tended by unusual phenomena, passed 
over New England, causing heavy

That plan makes the notes a first lien 
upon the assets, so that they must I e 
paid before any other cha'ges are met 
A redemption fund will be kept in the 
Treasury of the United States, raised by 
a tax of 5 per cent upon the volume of 
notes in circulation not covered by 
United States bonds.

The attempts on the part of tbe gold 
rgans to dismiss Hon. William J. Bryan 
an a "bank nnmlier," "a dead issue," and 
to relegate him to the limbo nf insignifl- 
nt and forgntten derelict*, do not strike 
as being particularly happy. Wheth- 
they bave been inspired by honest 
Ignorance of public sentiment through- 
the conntiy, or are mere demonstra- 
tions of malice and deceit, we do not un- 
dertake to say.
